“Japanege dishes fait to satisfy 
American cravings,’ says Gen. Philip 
‘Reade in a letter to the Army and 
Navy Journal. “Imagine a diet with 
out milk, .bread, butter, jam, coffee, 
salad, or any sufficient quantity of 
nicely cooked vegetables, without pud-

vegetarian will find as much difficulty 
in making anything out of it as the 
ordinary meat ealer.
